TUESDAY,  OCTOBER  29,  1946 


The  Eighty-Eighth  Session  of  The  North  Carolina  Annual  Confer- 
ence, Central  Jurisdiction  convened  in  St.  Mark  Methodist  Church, 
High  Point,  North  Carolina,  on  Tuesday,  October  29,  1946,  at  7:30  p. 
m.  with  an  impressive  devotion  service. 

Welcome  Addresses — In  the  Welcome  service  the  Reverend  R.  B.  McRae, 
minsiter  of  the  local  church  presided.  The  welcome  addresses  were  as 
follows:  On  behalf  of  the  city,  Attorney  Jones,  on  behalf  of  the  Minis- 
terial Association,  Dr.  Humphrey;  on  behalf  of  the  Ministerial  Alliance, 
Reverend  A.  M.  Jones;  On  behalf  of  the  Local  Church,  Mrs.  Lillian  B. 
S.  Merritt.  The  Reverend  W.  C.  L.  Scarborough  made  an  eloquent  re- 
sponse. 

A  brief  statement  was  made  by  Bishop  Alexander  P.  Shaw,  Resident 
Bishop,  Baltimore  Area. 

Sermon — After  a  selection  by  the  Choir,  the  Reverend  B.  W.  Stewart 
was  presented  for  the  annual  sermon.  He  used  the  theme:  "Spiritual 
Frontage  From  an  Open  Window."  Daniel  6:10  was  announced  as  his 
text.  Reverend  Stewart  delivered  a  most  inspiring  and  alluminating 
sermon,  after  which  an  offering  of  $42.00  was  received.  The  benediction 
was  pronounced  by  Reverend  Stewart. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  OCTOBER  30

Rev.  E.  C.  Tatum  then  presented  Bishop  Shaw  for  remarks  and  he 
spoke  briefly  in  the  interest  of  Bennett  College. 

Dr.  D.  D.  Jones  addressed  the  Conference  briefly,  thanking  its 
members  and  friends  for  the  things  done  and  said  in  the  interest  of  the 
School.  The  necessary  announcements  were  made  and  the  benediction 
was  pronounced  by  Rev.  Crocket. 

FRIDAY  MORNING— NOVEMBER  1 

The  morning  session  was  opened  with  devotions  led  by  J.  W. 
Gamble,  after  which  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Journal  was  called. 
The  journal  was  reported  to  be  correct  and  a  motion  for  adoption  pre- 
vailed. 

Reports  of  the  pastors  of  the  Laurinburg  district  were  called.  Fol- 
lowing the  passing  of  their  characters  they  made  their  reports.

The  mo- 
tion prevailed  and  the  committee  appointed  consisted  of: 

R.  F.  McCallum,  B.  W.  Stewart,  J.  E.  Brower,  R.  W.  Winchester, 
C.  A.  Barrett,  C.  A.  Brown  and  G.  E.  Hogue.  A  local  committee  of  five 
were  to  be  appointed  by  the  pastor.  Bishop  Shaw  requested  the  district 
superintendent,  R.  F.  McCallum  to  arrange  a  date  for  the  meeting  of 
this  committee  in  Charlotte  for  the  purpose  o  studying  the  situation. 

Following  a  brief  discussion  a  motion  prevailed  that  the  respons- 
ibility for  expenditure  of  the  Conference  Cultivation  Funds  be  left  with 
the  Conference  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  district  superintendents  and  the  approval  of  the 
resident  bishop. 

The  reports  of  the  pastors  of  the  Western  district  were  called,  after 
duly  passing  their  characters,  they  made  their  reports. 

A  brief  word  of  thanks  was  extended  by  P.  A.  Taylor  on  behalf  of 
Dr.  McAllister  for  the  splendid  report  of  one  thousand  subscriptions  to 
the  Central  Advocate. 

Bishop  Shaw  asked  the  presidents,  secretaries  and  general  officers 
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of  various  boards  of  district  and  conference  work  to  come  to  the  ros- 
trum. Emphasis  upon  this  year  of  Stewardship  was  stressed  by  the 
bishop  and  that  each  pastor  would  receive  literature  from  the  Area 
Office  setting  forth  the  objections  fo  rthe  Area  in  the  year  of  Steward- 
ship. 

Wholehearted  support  in  the  year  of  Stewardship  was  pledged  by: 
C.  A.  Barrett,  conference  lay  leader;  W.  O.  Thomas,  conference  secretary 
of  evangelism  and  T.  H.  Wootten,  conference  missionary  secretary. 

Dr.  A.  R.  Howard,  jurisdictional  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Temper- 
ance was  presentedand  in  his  inimitable  manner  stressed  Stewaardship 
and  Temperance. 

Brief  words  of  greetings  were  brought  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Baxter  of  the 
Atlanta  Conference.  Following  the  usual  announcements,  the  benedic- 
tion.

Report  of  the  district  Superintendent  of  the  Greensboro  District 
to  the  Eighty-Eighth  annual  session  of  the  North  Carolina  conference 
convening  at  High  Point  North  Carolina  October  29th  to  November 
3rd,  1946,  in  the  St.  Mark  Methodist  Church. 

Dear  Bishop,  and  Brethren: 

We  are  profoundly  grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  what  we 
have  been  able  to  accomplish  in  His  name,  for  His  cause.  One  year 
ago,  we  were  assigned  the  task  of  Superintending  the  Greensboro 
District.  We  did  not  assume  the  reins  of  leadership  without  deep 
sense  of  the  responsibilities  that  would  be  ours;  We  were  conscious 
that  responsibilities  never  come  to  us  without  corresponding  oppor- 
tunities for  service;  therefore  we  went  forth  with  a  determination 
that  no  matter  how  weighty  the  load,  we  would  endeavor  to  be  true 
to  our  better  self  to  grasp  every  detail  of  the  work  committeed  to  our 
charge,  to  know  thoroughly  every  thread  that  entered  into  the  fabric 
of  the  task  set  before  us,  and  to  follow  the  path  of  duty,  no  matter 
where  it  might  lead. 

This  purpose  was  strengthened  by  the  most  cordial  reception  ac- 
corded us  by  the  pastors  and  laymen  throughout  the  district  with  as- 
surances of  most  hearty  and  loyal  support. 

I  found  the  Greensboro  District  in  first  class  condition,  words 
would  fail  me  if  I  should  attempt  to  express  what  is  due  my  predecess- 
or, friend  and  brother,  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Winchester.  Too  much  cannot 
be  said  in  praise  of  this  worthy  man.  Every  detail  of  the  work  gave 
evidence  that  a  master  hand  had  been  on  the  field.  Taking  up  where 
he  left  off,  the  district  has  moved  on  throughout  the  year  without  a 
jar. 

We  have  visited  every  charge  on  the  district.  All  of  our  quarter- 
ly conferences  have  been  well  attended,  and  in  each  of  them  keen  inter- 
est has  been  manifested  in  the  movements  of  our  great  church. 

God  has  been  good  to  us  in  that  he  has  preserved  the  lives  of  all 
our  pastors,  and  thus  being  sheltered  from  disease,  desolation,  famine 
and  death,  they  have  all  been  able  to  pursue  their  labors  with  increas- 
ing energy,  unswerving  faithfulness  and  holy  zeal. 

The  wife  of  the  Rev.  D.  A.  Hill,  a  woman  of  a  fine  and  consecrated 
character  entered  her  heavenly  home  during  the  year,  she  has  been 
greatly  missed  because  of  her  beuatiful  disposition,  her  devotion  to 
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her  husband,  and  her  sweet  spirit  of  cooperation  with  all  of  her  friends. 
Our  youth  fellowship  Institute  held  at  Goshen  Church  was  highly 
entertained  by  Brother  Shuford  and  his  good  people  of  this  charge, 
under  the  leadership  of  Brother  H.  C.  Woodland  and  his  assistant 
Miss  Strong  of  Gammon  Theological  Seminary  every  session  was  very 
instructive  and  helpful. 

Our  conference  youth  assembly  held  at  Bennett  College  was  largely 
attended,  inspiring  and  helpful.  Its  growth  and  development  is  an 
assurance  of  real  advancement  of  the  moral  uplift  of  the  young  life. 
We  have  tried  to  push  the  work  among  the  young  people  and  bring 
them  into  the  church  by  making  the  Sunday  School  and  the  Methodist 
youth  fellowship  more  spiritual  and  attractive. 

Our  District  conference  met  at  Warren  Street  Church,  Rev.  R.  C. 
Sharpe  and  his  good  people  of  this  charge  gave  us  royal  entertainment 
and  a  cordial  welcome.  The  sermons  given,  the  papers  read,  and  the 
discussions  which  followed,  were  inspiring  and  uplifting. 

I  have  urged  the  raising  of  all  the  Benevolences,  and  the  pastors 
have  presented  all  the  claims  of  the  church,  and  I  feel  sure  their  re- 
ports will  show  their  apportionments  collected  one  hunderd  per  cent. 

In  speaking  of  our  work  permit  me  to  say  that  I  have  laid  special 
stress  upon  better  ministerial  support,  and  unless  there  is  some  mis- 
take every  report  is  round  for  this  year,  and  in  almost  every  charge 
there  has  been  from  one  hundred  to  seven  hundred  dolars  raised  in 
the  new  year's  assessment  for  ministerial  support. 

Our  womens'  Societies  are  the  pride  of  the  churches,  the  most 
helpful  thing  to  the  material  work  of  the  church.  Besides  this  nearly 
every  society  has  a  visiting  committee,  which,  aside  from  its  fine  work 
in  a  purely  social  way,  is  of  inestimable  service  to  the  pastor  in  re- 
porting the  homes  where  his  calls  are  needed. 

A  growing  number  of  our  churches  have  men's  clubs  or  Methodist 
Men's  organizations.  These  are  not  purley  social  groups  but  are  bodies 
of  earnest  men  seeking  to  assist  the  local  church  in  very  definite 
fashion. 

The  schools  within  the  confines  of  the  conference  are  Bennett 
College  at  Greensboro  and  Allen  High  School  at  Asheville.  These 
schools  have  had  our  most  hearty  support,  as  the  reports  will  show. 
It  is  a  delightful  duty  to  bring  before  you  the  work  being  done  by  these 
our  own  schools,  where  young  people  can  fit  themselves  not  alone  for 
means  of  a  livelihood,  but  for  acquirement  of  christian  culture  for  the 
highest  forms  of  usefulness  in  Society. 

There  have  been  some  improvements  in  church  buildings  and  par- 
sonages in  the  District.  We  make  mention  of  Empire  charge  under 
the  leadership  of  Brother  D.  A.  Hill.  One  Church  repaired  another 
beautifully  painted.  North  West  Greensboro  under  the  leadership  of 
Brother  R.  C.  Sharpe  has  completed  a  beautiful  basement  in  one 
church,  placed  beautiful  and  comfortable  pews  and  a  heating  plant  in 
another  having  made  many  other  minor  improvements.  St.  Matthews 
is  now  being  renovated  and  painted,  under  the  energetic  leadership 
of  Brother  Phelps,  this  charge  has  made  a  raise  in  salary  of  Seven 
hundred  dollars  this  year  also  purchased  a  new  lot  for  a  parsonage. 
Kernersville  under  the  leadership  of  Brother  Morehead  has  almost 
completed  the  work  begun  some  time  ago  on  this  church. 

Leaksville  has  one  of  the  most  clean  and  beautifully  renovated 

churches  on  the  district,  this  church  is  being  led  by  Brother  E.   M. 

McLeod.     Newports  News,  Va.,  under  the  leadership  of  Brother  Gamble 

has  installed  new  pews  in  the  city  church  without  debt,  and  the  walls 
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are  more  than  half  completed  in  the  new  church  building  at  Pleasant 
Ridge,  this  is  a  small  group  but  a  working  group.  Raleigh  has  made 
many  improvements  —  a  new  basement,  and  a  completely  renovated 
and  beautiful  parsonage  are  among  the  things  done  here.  Brother 
Cameron  has  led  the  work  successfully. 

Reidsville  has  a  renovated  and  much  improved  parsonage,  new 
furnace  in  the  church  and  other  essential  improvements  made.  Brother 
Townsend  is  the  leader  at  Reidsville.  Collins  Grove  has  made  prepara- 
tions to  greatly  improve  the  church  building  under  the  leadership  of 
Brother  Crocket,  who  is  greatly  appreciated  by  these  people.  Brother 
Black  on  the  Brown  Summit  Charge  has  completed  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  brick  veneered  churches  on  the  district  and  is  now  repairing 
the  second  church. 

While  we  have  mentioned  the  most  outstanding  improvements 
only,  we  should  also  say  most  of  the  other  churches  and  pastors  have 
made  some  improvements  and  many  of  them  have  good  bank  accounts 
for  improvements  just  as  soon  as  conditions  will  permit. 

Our  world  service  apportionments,  are  being  met  in  fine  fashion 
by  nearly  all  the  churches.  Many  have  gone  beyond  last  year's  giving 
and  some  have  exceeded  the  amount  ask  in  the  apportionment.  Without 
doubt  we  shall  go  beyond  the  giving  of  all  former  years. 

It  is  my  earnest  desire  that  both  ministers  and  laymen  inform 
themselves  thoroughly  and  cooperate  heartily  in  the  "Stewardship"  plan 
approved  by  our  general  conference.  A  real  effort  in  this  direction  will 
more  than  double  the  benevolences.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that 
this  "spearhead"  as  all  the  others  in  the  great  program,  in  the  crusade 
for  Christ,  is  intended  to  extend  to  the  saving  work  of  the  gospel,  and 
is  an  endeavor  to  sweep  fresh  millions  of  men  into  the  church  of 
Christ.  Let  us  this  year  make  it  clearly  known  to  those  who  follow 
Christ  that  all  of  life  and  all  of  the  things  which  effect  life  must  be 
very  definitely  surrendered  to  the  will  and  purpose  of  God.  Christians 
today  as  ever  are  facing  a  most  acid  test  of  their  love  for  God  and  their 
fellowmen  in  their  relationship  to  money. 

We  cannot  hope  to  reach  a  right  solution  if  we  fail  to  recognize — 

1.  That  God  is  the  owner  of  all  things. 

2.  That  man  is  a  Steward  and  must  so  conduct  himself  in  relation- 
ship to  material  things  as  to  recognize  God's  definite  owner- 
ship and  that  he  as  a  son  of  God  is  working  with  God. 

Many  of  our  churches  have  had  glorious  revivals,  and  some  su- 
stained revivals  throughout  the  year  and  many  souls  have  been  added 
to  the  kingdom.  I  am  expecting  our  pastors  reports  to  show  this  year 
the  highest  peak  for  soul  saving  in  the  history  of  our  cnference.  This 
we  think  the  greatest  achievement  of  the  year,  for,  after  all,  if  we 
succeed  educationally  and  financially  and  fail  to  bring  souls  into  the 
kingdom,  we  failed  after  all,  for  the  main  business  of  the  church  of 
Christ  is  to  save  men  and  women.  He  came  to  seek  and  to  save  those 
that  are  lost. 

We  urge  our  pastors  and  people  to  pray  and  work  for  a  renewal 
of  the  evangelistic  spirit  which  has  always  been  a  distinctive  character- 
istic of  Methodism.  Snatching  men  as  brands  from  the  burning  is  still 
a  major  duty  of  the  Church,  no  matter  what  method  is  employed.  We 
urge  redoubled  efforts  to  bring  people  to  God. 

Once  again  we  thank  our  heavenly  Father  for  His  gracious  care 
and  guiding  counsel,  and  renew  our  faith  in  the  conquering  power  of 
His  truth. 
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Our  conviction  is  clear  that  out  of  this  economic  Chaos,  out  of  this 
business  uncertainty,  out  of  this  social  disorder,  out  of  this  mental 
confusion,  out  of  this  spiritual  bewilderment,  God  will  bring  a  new  day 
of  righteousness;  a  new  social  order  in  which  men  shall  think  clearly, 
speak  truly,  live  righteously  and  walk  humble  with  their  God.  We 
believe  that  the  spirit  is  now  teaching  us — "That  nothing  in  the  world 
of  changing  things  endures  but  love  and  brotherhood  and  God." 

To  the  realization  of  the  master's  dream  of  a  world  in  which  these 
shall  abide  we  pledge  to  give  our  "last  full  measure  of  devotion."

REPORT  OP  LAURINBUR«  DISTRICT 
North  Carolina  Conference  Methodist  Church — Central  Jurisdiction 

BISHOP  ALEXANDER  P.  SHAW,  Resident  Bishop 

Mr.  Chairman,  Fellow  Ministers,  Delegates  and  Friends: 

I  come  to  bring  the  annual  report  of  the  Laurinburg  District.  In 
presenting  this  report,  allow  me  to  state  that  the  accomplishments  of 
the  year,  of  this  district,  go  entirely  to  the  eighteen  pastors  and  congre- 
gations with  which  they  have  been  connected.  I  would  that  in  some  way 
I  could  say  in  some  tangible  way,  my  sincere  thanks  to  these  men  and 
congregations  with  which  we  ha\e  labored. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  supervise  and  counsel  with  every  pastor 
and  his  people  according  to  our  custom,  and  in  many  instances  infor- 
mation and  instruction  received  during  these  rounds  surpass  our  expec- 
tations. 

On  leaving  the  conference,  we  had  three  major  problems  to  tackle 
within  the  month  of  November.  Certainly,  the  second  step  in  the  Cru- 
sade, the  year  of  Evangelism  claimed,  then  and  through  the  year,  our 
first' and  largest  interest.  Conference  cultivation  and  Bennett  College 
called  for  immediate  action  in  a  financial  way.  Though  new  to  some 
extent  and  misinforming  to  some,  the  continued  and  persistent  effort 
to  understand  finally  resulted  in  a  glorious  achievement  for  the  men 
and  their  people  in  the  Laurinburg  District. 

As  to  visitation  Evangelism,  to  most  of  our  pastors,  and  to  all  of 
the  congregation,  this  was  entirely  new.  The  organization  was  com- 
plete and  many  of  the  charges  sent  their  teams  through  the  pastored 
parishes  with  only  meagre  success.  In  this  instance  Goldsboro  led,  with 
eight  teams  in  the  field  for  two  weeks,  with  the  exception  of  Saturday 
nights,  with  twenty  odd  pledges,  no  accessions,  no  conversions,  but  a 
spiritually  revived  church. 

Mas*  Evangelism:  The  months  of  July,  August  and  September 
playde  their  part  as  usual  in  this  session.  Even  though  we  had  only  two 
hundred  forty-six  as  our  total  number  of  conversions,  we  are  still 
around  three  dozen  or  more  short.  Reclaims  and  reinstated  members 
far  surpassed. 

Church  school  enrollment  and  attendance  is  still  incomplete.  A 
noted  improvement  in  attendance  was  realized,  but  the  matter  of  rec- 
ords needs  a  complete  adjustment. 

The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  has  been  a  power  in  the 

ehurch  life  throughout  the  district  during  the  past  year,  and  promises 

to  be  an  uplifting  force  in  the  years  that  lie  ahead    This  organization 

under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Lubertha  Thompson,  lifted  itself  in  the 
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estimation  of  all  with  the  entertainment  to  the  conference  of  women 
during  the  month  of  June. 

There  is  only  one  new  project  on  the  district  for  the  year.  This  is 
an  effort  to  build  a  parsonage  on  the  Philadelphia  charge.  The  par- 
sonage, having  been  started  during  the  year  1944-45,  is  now  nearing 
completion  under  the  imminent  leadership  of  Dr.  H.  L.  Ashe.  It  prom- 
ises to  be  an  equal  to  any  parsonage  on  the  district.  Minor  repairs  and 
improvements  on  the  parsonages  of  Maxton  and  Piney  Grove,  Roland 
and  Salem  have  been  done.  There  are  still  other  needs  at  both  places. 

The  church  building  on  the  Sanford  circuit  has  gone  forward  to 
some  extent,  but  is  yet  far  from  completion.  Improvements  and  enlarge- 
ments have  been  made  on  the  other  two  churches  of  that  charge.  Rev. 
Mr.  Sawyer  and  his  people  have  done  a  remarkable  job,  almost  unbe- 
lievable for  the  Sanford  circuit. 

A  revival  of  the  once  started  building  of  the  chapel  church  of  Red 
Springs,  N.  C.  is  again  underway,  with  material  on  the  grounds  and 
probably  some  labor  already  done.  This  Beauty  Spot  church  of  the  same 
charge  is  undergoing  remodeling  with  possibly  one  half  of  the  finance 
already  in  hand.  Rev.  Rhyne  is  the  pastor. 

Our  church  at  Bomore  of  the  Bomroe  and  Mt.  Zion  Charge  is  un- 
dergoing a  remodeling  at  the  cost  of  $2,000  or  more.  Rev.  J.  H.  McCal- 
lum  is  the  pastor. 

The  construction  of  the  church  at  Southern  Pines  already  started 
on  my  arrival,  is  still  a  problem,  though  some  gains  have  been  made. 
Rev.  A.  M.  Erwin  is  the  pastor  of  the  Philadelphia  circuit. 

Some  mention  should  be  made  of  the  outstanding  accomplishments 
of  the  Maxton  and  Piney  Grove  charge,  as  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brown  came  to 
this  work  the  middle  of  January. 

The  last  week  of  February  death  invaded  our  ranks  and  removed 
the  forceful  preacher  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  Rev.  W.  M. 
Wells.  The  conference  and  district  sustained  a  great  loss.  Particularly 
the  district,  since  the  Rev.  Wells  was  the  choice  of  the  pastors  and  lay- 
men of  the  district  as  the  Secretary  of  Evangelism  for  the  year. 

The  Rev.  Wootten  took  over  the  Laurinburg  and  Cool  Springs 
charge  during  the  month  of  April,  and  has  led  it  to  one  hundred  per 
cent  success  in  every  respect.  There  is  anticipation  of  large  improve- 
ment and  repairs  that  need  to  be  done  immediately. 

During  the  winter  months  Rev.  G.  W.  Patterson  consented  to  take 
over  the  work  of  Wilmington.  This  work  has  gone  along  slightly  im- 
proving. Because  of  lack  of  suitable  house  in  which  to  work,  neither 
the  people,  though  few,  nor  the  pastor  could  be  content,  yet  strong  en- 
deavors have  been  made. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Rush  assumed  the  pastorate  of 
Beaver  Dam  and  has  cleared  the  debt  of  $750,  and  has  led  the  church 
successfully  to  100%  in  all  claims. 

The  Youth  Fellowship  Institute  at  Mt.  Olive  church  of  the  Sanford 
Circuit,  district  conferences  at  St.  Peters  church  at  Hamlet,  N.  C,  un- 
der the  pastorate  of  Rev.  J.  F.  Sawyer  and  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Patterson,  re- 
spectively, were  highlights,  informationally  and  spiritually  so  during 
the  summer  period. 

The  debt  at  Charlotte  has  been  considerably  reduced  and  a  new 
roof  put  on  the  church. 

Area  education  and  Allan  Home  were  possibly  the  last  two  to  receive 
financial  attention  of  the  district.  However,  we  feel  that  by  this  time, 
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£onL«im  balavn°e  Vth  the  others-  AU  Ministerial  Claims  and  general 
benevolences  have  been  an  easy  matter  for  the  year.  seuww 

«*.*  ^omethi°f  Srand  and  noble  can  and  should  be  said  of  every  pastor 
and  congregation;  of  their  cooperation  throughout  the  year. 

While  our  desired  heights  have  not  been  reached  nor  standards 
fully  maintained,  earnest  endeavors  have  been  put  forth.  Most  progres- 
sive at  this  time  is  the  spiritual  life  of  the  several  charges.  There  is  still 
a  growing  need  for  the  continued  educational  program  throughout  the 
district.  In  all  possibilities  this  phase  of  the  work  has  suffered  most 
and  in  some  instances  is  still  alarming. 

The  housing  condition  for  the  pastors  on  the  Laurinburg  district 
is  quite  a  problem.  Five  of  the  charges  have  no  home  at  all  in  which 
the  pastor  may  live.  This  creates  quite  a  bit  of  driving  and  some  un- 
pleasantness, however,  little,  if  any  at  all,  complaint  has  been  made 

Th.?.m!n  £ave  gone  throuSn  their  several  tasks  with  one  determination 
—  to  do. 

Many  of  our  young  people  are  already  in  colleges.  Only  four  of 
them  are  in  our  church  schools.  A  large  number  still  await  an  oppor- 
tunity for  enrollment.  This  is  a  matter  of  self-adjustment  and  advice 
can  only  be  given. 

Coming  to  the  close  of  this  new  conference  year,  a  retrospective 
view  prevents  labor,  struggle  and  toil.  Counting  it  all,  still  there  is  a 
high  joy  in  service.  Borrowing  this  phrase  from  him  who  said,  "Another 
six  days'  work  is  done,  another  Sabbath  is  begun,"  we  say:  "Another 
twelve  months'  labor  is  done,  another  conference  is  begun,"  thanks  to 


man  and  God.

Annual  Address  By  Superintendent  G.  E.  Hogue 

Bishop  Alexander  P.  Shaw,  Pastors.  Delegates  and  Co-workers  in  the 
Master's  Vineyard  of  the  Eighty-Second  Session  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference,   Central  Jurisdiction: 

I  am  thankful  to  our  kind  Heavenly  Father  for  His  continued 
blessings  which  led  us  safely  through  this  year  and  bringing  us  into  the 
rich  fellowship  of  the  brethren;  to  Bishop  Shaw,  my  third  appointment 
to  the  work  of  the  Western  District,  and  his  fine  leadership  and  guid- 
ance, that  I  come  unafraid  to  give  an  account  of  my  stewardship;  to  the 
pastors  who  have  given  their  full  measure  of  devotion  and  service  that 
I  may  come  with  this  report;  and  to  the  laity  who  make  up  the  many  or- 
ganizations in  the  church,  I  feel  grateful  to  you  for  your  cooperative 
service  so  faithfully  given  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  of  the  district. 
Today  we  face  our  greatest  task  in  the  church,  and  before  we  can  push 
back  the  frontiers  of  our  evangelistic  gain,  we  must  make  sure  that 
the  entire  staff  of  our  official  family  must  be  doers  of  the  word,  work- 
ing, building  the  Kingdom.  Then  we  can  build  around  Her  the  type  of 
Christian  character  most  urgently  needed  at  this  hour.  There  are  many 
problems  which  should  concern  the  church,  but  juvenile  delinquency, 
to  my  mind,  is  one  of  the  most  impending  dangers  which  we  at  present 
have,  that  could  undermine  almost  the  foundation  of  Christianity.  Much 
of  this  can  be  traced  to  broken  homes  caused  by  divorces,  desertions, 
deaths,  and  financial  difficulties.  It  has  been  said  by  many  that  we  have 
•won  the  war  but  lost  the  peace.  But  with  all  the  uncertainties  that  we 
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now  face,  there  is  a  cure:  the  "redemptive  power"  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Mr.  Ralph  S.  Cushman  has  said  in  his  book,  "The  Message  of  Steward- 
ship:" 

"Nothing  to  do  in  this  world  of  ours, 

Where  weeds  spring  up  with  the  fairest  flowers, 

Where  smiles  have  only  a  fitful  play, 

Hearts  are  breaking  every  day. 

Nothing  to  do  thou  Christian  soul, 

Wrapping  thee  round  in  selfish  stole, 

Off  with  the  garments  of  sloth  and  sin, 

Christ  thy  Lord  has  a  kingdom  to  win." 

Deaths 

Three  weeks  after  the  close  of  the  conference  session  at  Lumberton, 
we  lost  one  of  our  most  progressive  rural  pastors,  Reverend  G.  D.  Kirk- 
land,  who  was  loved  by  all  of  his  four  churches,  and  was  doing  an 
amazing  job  on  the  Catawba  Circuit.  Mrs.  S.  H.  Pressley,  the  wife  of 
the  late  Rev.  S.  H.  Pressley,  who  was  a  member  of  Durham  Chapel 
church  at  Shelby.  No  member  in  the  church  was  more  loyal  than  she. 

Evangelism 

It  was  March  when  we  held  our  Prayer  Clinic  in  Lenoir  at  Smith 
Memorial  church,  Rev.  M.  McCallum,  pastor.  This  meeting  proved  to 
be  the  most  spiritual  and  instructive  that  I  have  held  during  these  three 
years  on  the  district.  There,  for  one  whole  afternoon,  evening  and 
morning,  we  listened  to  God  speak  to  us  out  of  His  Word  and  song. 
Every  one  went  his  way  inspired  to  begin  his  work  of  evangelism.  Our 
district  goal  was  169  on  confession  of  faith,  and  we  gained  302' — 61  on 
transfers  and  we  gained  110.  One  new  church  ready  to  come  into  the 
conference.  These  people,  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  C.  W.  Bailey, 
have  almost  completed  their  place  of  worship  without  any  outside  aid. 
They  have  on  roll  members  and  constituencies,  25. 

We  have  three  new  Church  schools  and  sixteen  new  school  classes 
and  teachers.  The  General  Board  of  Evangelism  passed  to  us  our  quota 
for  the  district:  656  new  persons  to  be  won  by  1948.  We  have  up  to 
date,  nearly  half  of  this  number  already. 

Education 

We  held  our  institute  at  Gastonia,  Reverend  Burwick,  pastor. 
Opening  Monday,  July  15  with  five  teachers  certified  by  the  Board  of 
Education  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  more  than  one  hundred  credit  cards  were 
given  to  youths  and  adults  from  this  Board.  This  year  our  youth  organi- 
zation used  the  first  two  days  apart  from  their  class  work  for  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Youth  Fellowship.  Here  the  Essay  Contest  was  organized 
and  sixteen  were  enrolled  in  preparation  of  this  effort.  Here  a  large 
number  of  youths  furthered  their  interest  both  in  the  contest  and  the 
Youth  Fellowship.  '  One  week  before  the  Institute  and  District  Con- 
ference we  started  our  program  of  the  Bible  Daily  Vacation  Schools 
in  the  local  church  schools.  Beginning  at  Newton  and  then  to  Shelby, 
Brooks,  Hickory,  Lenoir,  Marion  and  finding  we  could  not  reach  all 
the  local  church  schools,  the  district  was  divided  into  two  sections, 
one  at  Mooresville  the  other  at  Marion.  We  want  to  thank  our  own 
Conference  Board  of  Education  for  giving  us  Miss  Harriet  C.  Strong  to 
supervise  and  many  times  teach  in  these  schools  and  The  Board  of 
Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  through  Dr.  Love  for  giving 
us  Miss  Delilah  M.  Hogue  to  assist  in  these  schools.  The  meetings  at 
Mooresville  and  Marion  were  to  review  the  mechanics  of  the  M.  Y.  F. 
and  church  school  superintendent  and  his  staff.  Dr.  J.  E.  Greene  from 
the  Board  of  Education  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  conducted  the  meeting  at 
Marion,  N.  C,  6th  of  September. 
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His  theme  in  the  meeting  was  to  "Get  Them,  Hold  Them  and  Employ 
Them  or  Lose  Them."  His  service  was  most  profound  in  every  way, 
and  looked  upon  as  the  cap-stone  for  the  entire  work  on  the  Bible 
Daily  Vacation  Schools.  Certain  this  was  a  challenge  to  all  present 
to  bring  his  best  service  to  God's  altar  that  He  may  use  them  in  build- 
ing His  local  institutions. 

The  Rural  Work 

We  are  on  the  threshold  of  a  new  day,  in  the  rural  sections.  There 
is  uneasiness,  concern,  bafflement,  disappointment  and  an  interest 
which  can  provide  a  motivation  for  a  great  spiritual  advance  if  leaders 
dare  to  advance.  There  is  a  great  multitude,  some  of  them  are  church 
members,  some  not,  who  will  respond  if  we  dare  to  launch  out 
the  deep.  The  rural  appointment  should  not  be  used  as  a  stepping 
block,  to  the  small  town,  thence  to  the  city.  Too  long  we  have  sent 
our  best  prepared  ministers  into  the  high  powered  appointment  of  the 
city,  the  less  prepared  into  the  small  town  and  the  unprepared  into 
the '  rural.  Many  times  the  small  church  only  has  service  once  a 
month  and  that's  by  a  minister  who  must  work  three-fourths  of  the 
time  t'o  keep  the  wolf  from  his  door.  We  are  forgetting  that  out 
of  the  rural  come  our  best  leaders.  And  somehow,  we  expect  the 
rural  people  with  this  type  of  service  to  be  as  intelligent  about  the 
work  of  the  church  as  the  city  people.  Jesus  calls,  "the  fields  are 
white  unto  harvest"  in  the  rural  just  as  He  calls  us  to  the  city.  Today 
the  General  Church  is  for  the  first  time,  bringing  its  program  to  the 
rural. 

Christian  Stewardship 
As  we  have  heard  it  more  than  once  Stewardship  is,  "seeing  our  life 
as  a  trust  from  God  and  living  in  His  service,  it  stands  on  a  righ  faith 
and  this  remarkable  faith  means  a  great  vision  of  life;   life  received 
from  God,  life  belonging  to  God,  life  lived  with  God,  and  for  God  in 
the  fellowship  of  His  service."   I  put  into  every  pastor  s  hand  this  year 
the  ten  book  for  this  year  of  Stewardship  "The  Christian  Motive  and 
Method  of  Stewardship,"  by  Trimble.     In  each  church  there  is  a  com- 
mittee set  up  to  study  this  work.     On  the  15th  of  October    19  46    we 
met   in   Hickory   and   set   up   a   district   organization    on    Stewardship. 
This  committee  is  to  group  such  churches  that  are  near  enough  to  have 
study  classes  together.     November  the  11th  Mr.  J    H.  Touchstone  will 
meet  us  in  Newton  holding  our  first  meeting  on  Stewardship    before 
we  begin  the  subdistrict  teaching.     I  have  up  to  this  date  visited  the 
following  churches  with  the  Visual  Education,  using  16mm  sound  on 
film.      Hickory,    Lenoir,    Boone,    Brooks,    Newton,    Lmcolnton,    Phila- 
delphia   near    Stoney    Point    and    Philadelphia    near    Shelby       These 
churches  have  already  sensed  their  responsibility  in  sharing  their  time 
and  money      Lenoir  has  gone  up  to  $2,250,  Hickory,   $2  000    Denver 
$1,500,  Forest  City,   $1,200  and  others  are  going  toward  this  higher 
goal   of  giving.     There   must  be  some   St.   Marks,   St.   Pauls   and   St. 
Matthews  on  the  Western  District,  "we  are  able." 
Projects  On  The  District 
We  have  8  projects  approved  by  the  Bishop  Shaw  and  The  Board 
of  Home  and  Church  Extension.     Five  are  in  the  process  of  building, 
two  are  almost  finished.     The  other  three  are  just  waiting  on  the  con- 
tactor     Many  of  our  churches  have  installed  heating  plants    Church 
school  rooms  ^nd  fixed  new  basements.     Stone, j  point  ^™*   <™£ 
delphia)  have  fixed  their  basement  at  a  cost  of  $1,800.     Hickoiyis  re 
novating  their  parsonage  for  their  new  pastor  Reverend  Bridges.     It 
fs  my  ffnd  hope  that  the  Western  District  will  have  as  wod  appoint. 
menfs  wRh  asmuch  beauty  and  comfort  as  any  other  ^strict  m  the 
Conference.      W.    Asheville    after   raising   their   salary    fiom    $800    to 
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$1,000  have  started  work  on  fixing  their  parsonages.  We  have  just 
finished  one  of  the  best  built  churches  in  Methodism  in  Newton,  N.  C. 
Reverend  Burge,  pastor. 

Woman's  Society  Of  Christian  Service 

This  organization  is  largely  responsible  for  the  increase  in  the 
many  salaries  raised  on  the  district  and  the  large  increase  in  member- 
ship. The  zones  organized  last  year  are  bringing  results.  New  mem- 
bers are  coming  into  the  society  and  the  work  is  progressing  fine.  No 
group  in  the  church  is  standing  by  the  work  so  loyally  as  the  W.  S.  C.  S. 

Facing  The  Future 

Christ  has  a  Kingdom  to  win,  We  must  be  His  hands,  His  feet, 
mouth  and  lay  our  possessions  at  His  disposal  to  be  used  to  build  this 
Kingdom.  I  confess  that  it  will  take  men.  Men  that  will  give  their 
time,  talent,  ability  and  possessions.  Then,  we  must  be  brave,  daring, 
courageous  and  faithful.     One  has  said: 

"Oh,  its  easy  to  fight  in  the  cause  of  right, 

When  its  surely  steadily  winning, 

To  a  noble  stand  with  a  gallant  band  while  plaudits  loud  are  dinning 

For  nothing  inspires  and  fans  the  fires,  of  our  noble  and 

best  endeavor 
Like  knowing  success  will  crown  our  best 
And  glory  be  ours  forever. 

But  to  stand  with  a  few  and  yet  be  true,  to  a  seemingly  losing  cause; 
To  fight  for  the  right  with  all  our  might 
With  never  a  note  of  applause;  To  stand  like  a  brave  in  the  face 

of  a  grave 
O'er  hung  with  the  cloud  of  defeat 
This  is  the  test  of  a  hero — the  best,  A  hero  we  seldom  meet." 


REPORT  WINSTON  DISTRICT — W.  S.  McLEOD  DISTRICT 
SUPERINTENDENT 

Dear  Bishop  Shaw,  members  and  friends  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference.  It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  almighey  God  for  His 
providential  guidance  and  deep  appreciation  of  my  fellow  ministers 
that  I  come  to  make  this  my  first  annual  report  of  the  Winston  District. 

In  every  charge  on  the  District  I  have  found  fine,  loyal,  self- 
sacrificing  ministers  and  people  desperately  concerened  about  building 
the  kingdom  of  God  in  the  hearts  of  men. 

Sickness  and  Death. 

Death  has  dealt  gently  with  us  this  year  in  the  number  of  those 
called  away,  The  ranks  of  our  active  men  are  unbroken.  Twice  the  par- 
sonage home  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  M.  L.  Laughlin  has  been  saddened  this 
year  by  death.  First,  in  January  was  the  death  of  their  young  son, 
caused  by  an  accident  of  fire,  and  later  was  the  death  of  an  infant  just 
a  few  weeks  old.  Early  in  June  the  angel  of  death  slipped  silently  and 
suddenly  into  the  home  in  Thomasville  of  one  of  our  honored  retired 
ministers  and  summoned  Rev.  Dorsey  McRae  into  the  immediate 
presence  of  Christ.  The  gates  of  the  Eternal  City  opened  and  the  soul 
went  home  to  rest.  During  the  month  of  August  our  Conference 
Evangelist  and  pastor  of  St.  Andrews  church  was  seriously  ill  for  a 
short  period  but  soon  completely  recovered.  In  September,  Mrs. 
Frazier,  the  wife  of  Reverend  T.  C.  Frazier  was  stricken  ill,  and  on 
October  17,  was  taken  to  the  State  Hospital  in  Goldsboro,  where  she  is 
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at  present.     Mrs.  W.  C.  L.  Scarborough  was  ill  for  a  brief  period  and 
suffered  with  a  broken  arm  caused  by  an  accident 

Church  Improvements 

Many  of  our  churches  have  made  material  improvements  which 
deserve  mention.  They  represent  gifts  and  sacrificial  labor,  yes,  but 
more  than  this,  they  speak  eloquently  of  the  love  which  seeks  to  make 
beautiful  the  house  of  God.  St.  Mark  has  redecorated  the  interior  of  the 
parsonage  and  church  school  department  of  the  church.  New  lights  and 
chairs  have  been  installed  in  this  department;  desks  and  chairs  have 
been  put  in  each  classroom  and  a  number  of  new  hymnals  have  been 
placed  in  the  main  auditorium  for  regular  worship.  Rev.  Robert  McRae 
is  the  pastor.  Lexington  has  remodeled  the  basement  of  the  church  and 
other  minor  repairs  have  been  made.  Rev.  C.  L.  Gidney  is  the  pastor. 
Madison  has  completely  remodeled  the  church  and  the  parsonage  and 
has  installed  a  new  furnace.  This  has  made  the  church  very  worshipful. 
Rev.  M.  S.  Laughlin  is  the  pastor.  , 

St.  John  church  at  Thomasville  has  built  an  annex  for  a  church 
school  department  and  recreation.  This  building  consists  of  a  main 
auditorium,  several  classrooms,  lavatory  facilities,  dining  room  and 
kitchen.  This  building  is  almost  completed  and  plans  have  been  made 
to  redecorate  the  main  auditorium  of  the  church.  It  has  been  a  most 
difficult  task  for  the  pastor  and  officials  to  secure  materials  and  work- 
ers in  times  like  these.  Rev.  F.  D.  Caldwell,  his  officials  and  members 
deserve  much  credit. 

Trinity  has  installed  a  new  furnace  and  bought  two  lots  next  to 
the  church  so  that  they  might  have  more  space  for  parking  and  recre- 
ation. Rev.  E.  Frost  is  the  pastor. 

Mt.  Pleasant  has  redecorated  the  main  auditorium  of  the  church 
and  made  some  repairs  on  the  basement.  A  new  furnace  with  stoker 
has  also  been  installed.  Rev.  J.  C.  Rush  is  the  pastor. 

East  Thomasville  has  painted  the  interior  of  the  church  and  made 
other  necessary  repairs.  Rev.  J.  W.  Jones  is  the  pastor.  St.  Home  has 
torn  down  its  old  church  building  and  the  foundation  is  laid  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  modern  one.  Plans  are  well  on  the  way.  Rev.  H. 
W.  Phillips  is  the  pastor.  St.  Paul  has  completely  remodeled  the  par- 
sonage and  the  interior  of  the  church;  other  necessary  repairs  have 
been  made  also.  Rev.  W.  C.  L.  Scarborough  is  the  pastor.  Oak  Grove, 
under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  T.  C.  Frazier,  has  recently  installed  a  new 
furnace  and  made  other  repairs.  Chestnut  Grove  has  redecorated  the 
interior  of  the  church  and  put  carpet  on  the  floor  in  and  around  the 
pulpit  and  runners  in  the  aisles.  This  rural  church,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Rev.  T.  C.  Tarpley,  has  been  made  conducive  to  worship.  Jones 
Temple,  just  outside  the  city  limits  of  Mt.  Airy,  was  reopened  and  re- 
organized on  March  10.  The  people  went  to  work  at  once  to  raise  funds 
for  the  construction  of  a  new  church  building.  This  church  has  a  mem- 
bership of  six  of  the  original  members  and  a  constituency  of  twenty- 
seven.  They  have  raised  over  $1,200.  Contact  has  been  made  with  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  and  today  there  is  a 
new  church  wall  on  the  way.  I  know  of  no  place  on  the  Winston  Dis- 
trict where  there  is  greater  need  for  a  church  building.  Rev.  S.  B.  Mc- 
Brayer  is  the  pastor.  St.  Andrews,  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  W.  O. 
Thomas  has  made  some  repairs,  especially  on  the  grounds  and  walks 
and  the  church  is  in  excellent  condition.  The  Rural  Hall-Pilot  Mountain 
charge  is  in  good  condition.  Rev.  C.  G.  Bynum  is  the  pastor.  Rev.  B.  E. 
Staten,  pastor  of  Elkin  charge,  and  Rev.  L.  M.  Campt,  pastor  of  Pen- 
hook  and  Boones  Mill  charge,  have  done  well  and  are  in  good  standing 
with  their  people.  Brooks  Memorial  has  $2,534.33  in  the  bank  to  be 
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applied  on  a  new  church.  Rev.  L.  M.  Mayfield  is  the  pastor.  Rev.  P.  G. 
Carter  has  done  well  both  at  Andrews  Grove  and  Advance.  Under  the 
existing  circumstances,  Reverends  Phillips  and  Burton  have  done  well 
at  Walnut  Cove  and  Walker  Town.  Asheboro  has  $2,353.52  in  the  bank 
to  be  applied  on  the  building  of  a  new  parsonage.  Rev.  W.  E.  Hairston 
is  the  pastor. 

Evangelism 

At  the  beginning  of  the  conference  year,  we  had  District  Institutes 
on  Evangelism.  These  meetings  proved  to  be  instructive  and  inspiring. 
Each  pastor  was  given  his  allotted  number  of  souls  to  be  won  for  Christ. 
Pastors,  laymen,  and  women  have  been  faithful  in  presenting  the 
claims  of  Jesus  Christ  and  in  gathering  souls  into  the  fold  of  His  king- 
dom. About  four  hundred  and  sixty  persons  will  be  reported  as  received 
on  profession  of  faith  and  from  preparatory  classes,  and  another  forty- 
six  by  transfer.  There  are  thirty-seven  church  schools  on  the  Winston 
District,  several  of  which  have  foeen  reorganized  this  conference  year. 
All  of  these  have  reported  enrollment  gains.  This  enabled  the  District 
to  reach  its  quota. 

Stewardship 

Christian  Stewardship  is  a  way  of  life  in  which  the  individual 
shares  every  area  of  his  life  with  his  God.  We,  of  the  Winston  District, 
are  becoming  stewardship-conscious.  Through  the  fine  work  of  the 
W.  S.  C.  S.  Stewardship  courses  are  being  taught  throughout  the  Dis- 
trict. Facing  the  needs  of  our  world  with  ever  increasing  demand  upon 
our  time  and  gifts  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Stewardship  has  been 
made  one  of  the  chief  points  of  emphasis  in  our  Crusade  for  Christ,  we 
are  asking  that  in  all  our  churches  and  church  schools  a  place  be  given 
for  the  faithful  teaching  of  stewardship,  including  tithing. 

Ministers'  Wives'  Association 

The  ministers'  Wives  Association  of  the  District  has  been  reorgan- 
ized and  will  give  good  account  of  itself  at  this  conference.  A  substan- 
tial increase  in  finance  will  be  noted. 

Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service 

This  organization  is  carrying  on  in  its  usual  effective  way.  There 
is  a  society  in  every  charge  on  the  District  and  in  every  church  except 
two. 

Methodist  Men's  Organization 

The  manpower  of  the  District  is  being  urged  to  assert  its  real  lead- 
ership. New  Men's  groups  have  been  organized  and  old  ones  reorganized. 

District  Meetings 

Our  District  meetings  have  been  profitable,  inspiring,  and  finely 
attended.  The  District  Conference  held  at  St.  Andrews  was  well  cared 
for  by  the  pastor,  his  officials,  and  young  people.  The  large  number  of 
young  people  who  attended  the  Youth  Institute  both  at  Bennett  College 
and  Lexington,  gives  promise  and  hope  for  days  to  come,  as  well  as  in- 
spiration for  the  present. 

Ministerial  Support 

I  have  sought  to  inspire,  to  assist,  and  encourage  every  minister 
and  counsel  with  laymen.  I  have  urged  that  in  times  like  these,  minis- 
ters' salaries  be  increased.  This  has  been  done  in  a  very  satisfactory 
way.  Madison,  Mt.  Airy  and  Advance  stand  out  in  this  respect. 

Bishop  Shaw,  I  offer  to  you  our  sincere  thanks  for  your  brotherly 
and  wise  counsel  in  guiding  us  through  the  year.  The  people  of  the 
Winston  District  pledge  to  you  their  loyal  support.  I  am  grateful  to 
the  pastors,  their  wives,  and  the  laymen  of  the  Winston  District  for 
their  fine  spirit  of  cooperation.  I  desire,  again,  to  express  to  them  my 
thanks  for  the  hospitality  afforded  me  in  their  parsonage  homes  during 
the  year.  May  the  blessings  of  God  rest  upon  each  home  and  heart  here 
and  everywhere.

In  keeping  with  the  progress  that  is  being  made  by 
the  general  church,  it  is  necessary  for  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
to  continue  its  increased  financial  support  for  the  much  needed  pro- 
gram of  promotional  work  and  field  cultivation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  TEMPERANCE  TO  THE  NORTH 
CAROLINA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

The  F.  B.  I.  reports  an  alarming  increase  in  Juvenlie  delinquency 
for  the  first  half  of  the  year  1946.  They  report  an  increase  of  13% 
in  crime  in  the  age  group  level  17-20  years  of  age.  Other  reports  show- 
marked  increase  in  the  present  day  youth  in  drinking  and  smoking. 

Recent  figures  indicate  that  $7,800,000,000  was  spent  last  year 
on  alcoholic  liquors,  $25,000,000  was  spent  to  maintain  drunks  in 
jail,  four  hundred  thirty-two  million  ($432,000,000)  dollars  was  lost 
in  wages,  as  a  result  of  hangovers,  accidents,  sickness,  etc.  All  as  a 
direct  result  of  alcohol. 

The  council  on  Safety  estimates  that  the  number  of  deaths  on 
highways  which  will  be  called  "accidental"  will  exceed  40,000.  This 
figure  does  not  include  a  much  greater  number  of  persons  who  will 
lose  their  lives  in  Tavern  Brawls,  street  and  gang  fights,  home  rows, 
holdups  and  robberies.  All  of  which  will  be  the  direct  results  of  alcohol 
consumption. 

If  our  civilization  is  to  continue  to  progress,  if  our  churches,  our 
homes,  our  schools  are  to  remain  the  fundamental  basis  of  our  civiliza- 
tion, then  this  is  to  be  destroyed.  Destruction  through  education  is 
the  aim  of  this  committee. 

The  home  is  a  determining  factor  in  the  alcohol  problem.  The 
Church  can  do  little  to  create  right  attitudes,  to  develop  good  habits 
in  children  and  youth,  to  bring  about  moral  conviction  and  determine 
action  on  the  part  of  citizenship  of  a  community  unless  it  can  have  the 
whole  hearted  cooperation  of  the  home. 

The  Christian  Church  is  unalterable  opposed  to  all  forms  of  sin. 
Among  the  groups  of  sins  and  far  up  in  the  vanguard  is  the  sin  of  in- 
temperance. 

Therefore,  We,  the  Committee  on  Temperance,  Recommend: 

1.  That  the  local  churches  foster  programs  designed  to  educate 
the  laity  so  that  parents  will  be  able  to  teach  their  children  both 
by  precept  and  example. 

2.  That  the  regular  Father's  Day  Program  and  the  Regular  Temp- 
erance Sunday  Program  be  combined  on  Father's  Day  in  June. 
And  that  every  charge  make  a  special  effort  to  promote  a  pro- 
gram on  that  day. 

3.  We  wish  to  commend  those  Radio  Stations,  Newspapers,  Maga- 
zines, and  other  publications  which  refuse  to  carry  liquor  ads. 

4.  We  wish  to  commend  The  Board  of  Temperance  for  the  fine 
job  it  is  doing  on  a  national  scope,  and  hereby  pledge  it  our 
support.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  LAY  LEADER 

Presented  by  C.  A.  BARRETT,  Conf.  Lay  Leader 
To:  Bishop  Shaw  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Church  Assembled  in  High  Point,  N.  C,  Octob- 
er 2 9 -November  3,  1946. 

GREETINGS: 

I  am  most  happy  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  my  activities  and 
observations  during  the  past  year  as  your  Lay  Leader,  an  honor  and  a 
trust  I  have  cherished  and  held  sacred.  The  task  has  been  no  light  one, 
it  has  been  fraught  with  grave  difficulties  and  responsibilities. 

The  work  has  been  a  real  challenge  which  I  accepted  with  God's 
help  and  guidance.  Starting  out  in  darkness  new  light  has  come  alonr 
the  way.  A  new  spirit  has  been  born.  Divine  benedictions  have  smiled 
upon  us  all  along  the  way.  I  have  ceased  thinking  of  problems  and  re- 
sponsibilities; I  think  more  now  of  opportunities,  for  Christian  services. 
The  laymen  throughout  the  Conference  are  experiencing  a  most  active 
and  fruitful  year.  No  phase  of  the  whole  Crusade  for  Christ  has  pre- 
sented such  a  challenge  and  so  graciously  accepted.  However,  no  phase 
of  the  total  church  quadrennial  program  has  been  untouched  or  left 
undone.     A  very  gratifying  harvest  is  already  now  being  reaped. 

A  program  of  promotion  has  been  set  in  order  and  is  now  being 
vigorously  executed.  As  we  go  forward  with  the  program  the  interest 
is  more  genuine  and  the  spirit  deepened. 

The  General  Board 

Working  under  the  general  direction  of  the  General  Board  of  Lay 
Activities  in  Chicago  constant  contact  has  been  kept.  They  have  sup- 
plied u T  with  the  latest  and  best  literature  on  each  important  phase  of 
rhurcraltivity  They  have  kept  us  abreast  with  the  great  forward 
movements ofthe  church.  Reports  and  particulars  requested  by  the 
Board  have  been  furnished  as  far  as  we  have  been  in  our  powers  Mr. 
J  T  Touchstone,  Associate  Member  of  the  Board,  has  been  most  help- 
ful by  his  addresses,  letters  and  personal  talks  He  is  rendering -to  us 
all  an  invaluable  service  which  will  live  in  the  hearts  of  a  grateful  peo- 
ple We  owe  an  everlasting  debt  to  the  Board  for  his  services. 
The  Conference  Board 

Without  the  help  and  fine  cooperation  shown  by  Bishop  Shaw  and 
the  other  members  of  our  Conference  Board  our  work  woull  have  been 
a  miserable  failure  indeed.    Their  interest  has  never  lagged,  and  they 
have  gone  the  limit  to  promote  work  of  lay  activities. 
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Due  to  pressing  private  and  personal  matters  claiming  attention 
two  district  lay  leaders  were  granted  release  at  their  district  confer- 
ences, and  the  vacancies  filled  by  recommendations.  At  this  time  our 
Board  is  filled  with  capable,  wide-awake-energetic  leadership.  These 
men  have  really  dedicated  themselves  to  a  greater  Christian  service. 
In  a  large  measure  they  are  due  the  credit  for  the  very  successful  year's 
work  in  the  promotion  of  lay  activities. 

The  two  district  lay  leaders  relieved  were  Mr.  E.  C.  Lackey,  West- 
ern, and  Prof.  F.  B.  Morris,  Greensboro.  Taking  the  burden  where 
these  laid  down  are  Mr.  C.  A.  Brown,  Western,  formerly  associate  and 
Prof.  Cecil  Miller.  These  leaders  give  evidence  of  worthy  successors 
who  will  make  fine  contributions  to  lay  activities.  The  grasp,  under- 
standing and  ability  show  by  Prf.  L.  H.  Jones,  Winston  and  Prof.  E.  F. 
Rayford,  Laurinburg  are  marvelous.  They  are  genuine  leaders  in 
every  sense  of  the  word. 

District  Youth  Institutes 

These  Institutes  have  furnished  opportunities  for  imbedding  in 
the  foundation  the  principles  and  ideals  of  Stewardship  lives. 

District  Conferences 

The  district  lay  leaders  planned  well  and  followed  the  plans.  The 
work  of  lay  activities  was  ably  and  masterfully  taken  care  of  to  the 
enlightenment  and  satisfaction  of  all  in  attendance.  Due  to  a  schedul- 
ed General  Council  Meeting  of  all  Conference  Lay  Leaders  in  Chicago 
conflicting  with  three  of  these,  I  was  able  to  attend  one  district  con- 
ference, which  I  regret  very  much. 

Area  Council 

The  Area  Council  meeting  in  Roanoke  in  September  was  really 
the  climax  for  Stewardship  cultivation.  Every  layman  as  well  as  min- 
ister must  have  come  away  from  that  meeting  with  an  overwhelming 
sense  of  responsibility.  The  echoes  of  this  great  meeting  will  be  heard 
throughout  the  bounds  of  our  conference  next  year. 

Stewardsliip 

Everywhere — all  th  etime.  Stewardship  is  the  key  work.  Lay- 
men are  girding  themselves  for  the  fight.  There  is  a  feeling  unless 
Stewardship  really  arrives  much  of  all  else  the  Crusade  has  done  will 
be  naught. 

Laymen's  Institutes 

For  the  promotion  of  lay  activities  and  the  training  of  lay  per- 
sonnel several  Institutes  at  strategic  points  have  been  conducted  during 
the  year.  The  interest  manifested  in  these  have  measured  up  to  all 
expectations.  They  have  been  a  source  of  great  strength  and  help- 
fulness. 

Men's  Work 

In  a  large  number  of  charges  the  men  are  organized  and  doing 
effective  work.  But  on  the  whole  too  much  of  the  great  man  power  of 
the  church  is  not  being  set  up  and  utilized.  The  church  needs  to  con- 
serve this  great  loss. 

Having  the  men  of  every  church  organized  and  producing  stands 
high  on  our  list  of  activities  for  the  coming  year.  The  General  Coard 
Is  making  that  appeal  right  now.  In  connection  with  their  work  many 
good  courses  are  suggested  and  much  helpful  literature  available. 
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Finances 

With  already  heavy  financial  obligations,  perhaps  the  conference 
has  done  the  best  it  could  in  contributing  $200  to  the  promotion  of  lay 
activities^  yet  that  has  been  inadequate  to  promote  a  program  of  such 
great  possibilities  for  the  conference.  The  measerly  amounts  contribut- 
ed to  this  work  is  but  the  method  used  in  killing  the  goose  that  lays 
the  golden  egg.  There  must  be  generous  servicing  if  we  expect  a  rich 
harvest.  Our  years  work  has  been  greatly  curtailed  for  lack  of  suf- 
ficient funds  to  carry  on.     But  we  are  grateful  for  what  we  have  had. 

Conclusion 

This  has  indeed  been  a  year  of  great  challenges.  Seeing  strong 
able  bodied  young  men  released  from  military  service  come  home  and 
the  churches  not  prepared,  after  all  these  years,  to  receive  them.  There 
has  been  but  meager  provision  made  to  harness  that  great  power.  Un- 
less we  can  bring  pressure  to  bear  and  throw  our  might  into  the  struggle 
these  will  be  forever  lost  to  the  church. 

The  time  is  ripe — The  hour  is  now  come  to  go  into  action.
